The news of Anti-Buropean riots in China lately has been somewhat alarm. 
ing, and the painful death of Mr. Argent, of the Wesleyan Mission, shows how 
well-founded are the apprehensions regarding the safety not only of Europeans 
generally in the interior, but especially of the Missionaries against whom the hostile 
demonstrations of the Natives have been chiefly directed. The hostility of the 
Chinese has been apparently excited by absurd stories spread abroad of infants 
being secretly kidnapped in order to be murdered, but it has been pointed out that 
what gives rise to these stories is probably the indiscreet zeal of the Roman 
Catholic Missionaries who, from their exaggerated estimation of the efficacy of 
Infant Baptism, do not seruple to buy up infants to baptise them, and so number 
them among their converts. Many such infants afterwards die in the Orphanages 
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where they are put to be brought up as Romanists, and thus ramoars of foul 
play—however, without foundation they may be—gain currency. This indiscreet 
and supersititious action of Rome is really hindering the success of Christian 
Missions in China, but it is not the first time that Rome's influence has 
shown itself to be rather “against the truth” than “for the truth.”
